AMBASSADORS FROM 


ITALY LEAVE BERLIN 
AND VIENNA AT ONCE 


Italy's Entrance Into War Believed 


To Be Matter of Very Few Hours 
Cabinet Has Full Authority To 
Act-Program Outlined. 


Vienna, May 21. — It is reported here that the Italian ambassa- 


dor to Austria and Germany have been instructed by their govern- 
ment to leave Vienna and Berlin tomorrow. This is regarded 
as 


paramount to a declaration of war. 


Rome, May 21.— With full authority in its hands to declare war 


against Austria and Germany, the cabinet met today to regulate its 
policies under its new power. Premier Salanclra, the "man of the 
hour in Italy," was wildly cheered on his way to the meeting, but 
the city waj generally calm. War with Austria and Germany is re- 
garded by the public as inevitable ; the only question is : When will 
it begin 


All members of the cabinet maintained strict silence as to the 


next step to be taken. Unusual activity at the war office and the 
admiralty showed plainly that important developments arc close at 
hand. 


It is reported that Germany and Austria planned to seek fur- 


ther delay by demanding an explanation of the war actions taken 
in parliament on Thursday.

A PRESIDENTIAL POSSIBILITY 


Many people profess to believe that Senator William E Borah, 


of Idaho, v,iil be the next .Republican nominee for president. While 
we can scarcely credit this belief, yet, what people believe or dis- 
lirliovp in nnt'ere of this kind is- unimportant. 


In the case of Senator Borah, as a prospective and receptive Re- 


publican candidate, the important thing is whether he is ically 
worthy the honor and is capable ol fullVling the responsibility which 
the election to this hitrh office would impose upon him. His own ut- 
terances perhaps form the best standard by which the people can 
measure his fitness. 


He is strongly in fa-u;r of intervrntion in Mexico, lie ciiticixcs 


President Wilson for his failure to "bring about peace and order in 
Mexico," and says the president lias made the mistake of supposing 
Mexico'had a republican form of government. "The fact is," says 
the senator, "the\ never had a republican government in Mexico. 
The Mexican people have never been trained to free government." 


Just whether he attributes the lack oi free government in 


Mexico to inheient d< lects in the Mexican character or to influences 
directly traceable to Lombard street, London, and Wall street, New 
York, he failes to state. But like all jingoes, he is apparently willing 
to save the people ol this country, or of Mexico, trom themselves. 
If 


they will kindly de.sist irom the attempt to govi rn themselves the 
special interests and their spokesmen are always willing to assume 
the burdens and obligations of performing for anj people, anywher" 
and at any time, the functions of government. 


At another place in his remarks the senator says a "cowardly 


peace is only temporary." This is doubtless true, but so is an en 
forced peace. And while it is perfectly proper for Senator Borah 
or any other citixeu of this country to have his own ideals of gov- 
ernment and to try to have these ideah put 
into effect, the same- 


right certainly inheres in the people of Mexico and in the people of 
every other nation in the world. 


But it is wlien the senator declares: "1 would make it the busi- 


ness of this Republic to purtect our women against ravishment, ?nd 
our men against murder, upon whatever part of God's footstool they 
may be found," that the roar of the Bourbon lion rings loudest and 
the jingo taint in his philosophy shows true to tjpe. 


No one disputes the fact that America has certain definite obli- 


gations toward her citizens. But we should never forget that the 
citizen also has certain reciprocal duties toward the government. 
If a citizen chooses to be a fool, can be expect the government to 
protect him in his lolly'/ It is true that Mexico has never had a 
real repiiblican form of government. It is also true that law and 
order1 are not 'as firmly established theie as here.' But neither an1 


the processes of the law and the safety of property, so'.highly de- 
veloped here as they are in certain of the European governments. 


' To fullow his reasoning 'this fofit -would give' those European 


countries the right to impose their forms on us "for our owil good." 
In short, Mexico is -working out her problems the same as w(j have 
worked out sonic of ours and are still working out others; the same 
as Argentina and Chile have worked out certain of their problems 


Yet the conditions that prevailed in Mexico, be they good or 


had, were well known to all Americans who went there 
If they 


elected to venture into needless danger they cannot complain if they 
:done suffer the consequences 
They took extraordinary risks for 


the extraordinary profits they hoped to win. Their insurance lay 
in their unusual profits. 


But when the autocratic government of Diaz broke do^u a fev. 


years ago; when the Mcxica npeople could no longer tolerate th^ 
unjust conditions which Diaz and the English and Ameruan conces- 
sionaires corruptly tried to impose upon them, these fortune hunteis 
welched, like the pikers thev arc, and have ever since tried to get 
the United States to rake from the fire the chestnuts old Diaz vainly 
tried to pull out for them. 


Thus, we have it that Senator Borah wants the United State* 


to plunge into war with Mexico to avenge the financial losses of the 


Hearsts and Otise-s and Rockefellers and the rest of that school of 
journalists and financiers. Because a few Americans would not heed 
the warnings of the government and leave Mexico and thus lost 
their lives or property, or both, he would have additional thousands 
of lives and millions of dollars' worth oi' property destroyed in a 
useless and indefensible war on Mexico. 


As a private citizen the opinions of Mr. Borah u'ould not merit 


so much space, but as a I'nited States senator and a possible chief, 
executive of the nation, it were well to' know \\ith what school of 
statecraft he is affiliated.
